To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton 
and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, Tuesday the fourth day of March, 1975 A.D., at seven-thirty 
(7:30) P.M. to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a term of three 
years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer 
of Public Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a Trus- 
tee of Trust Funds for a term of three years, a member of the Board of 
Adjustment for a term of five years and three persons for a term of 
one year each to act as appointing authority to appoint temporary 
members of the Board of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resig- 
nation, death, or absence of any permanent member or members. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $12,500.00 
for a new highway truck and raise and appropriate $3,250.00 of this 
sum from current taxation, and authorize the balance to be paid by 
expenditure of $6,000.00 from the Revenue Sharing Fund established 
under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, and 
by expenditure of $3,250.00 from the Equipment Reserve Fund.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is con- 
trolled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the New 
Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out- 
of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow must have a written 
permit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be 
kindled on land not owned by the person kindling the fire then he must 
have the permission of the landowner. No outdoor fires can be kindled 
between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. without the approval of the District Forest 
Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two 
decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became 
so dry in mid-August that the Governor and Council, upon the recom- 
mendation of the State Forester, enacted a partial woodlands closure in 
Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and 
a complete woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham Counties 
plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in Belknap County. 
Through the excellent cooperation of the citizens of our State no major 
forest fire occurred at any time during the year. 


Three local smoke sightings were called to our attention from the 
Fire Lookout Tower on Cannon, but fortunately for us in Sugar Hill we 
had no losses in the Forest Fire category.

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FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


1974 might be called “The Year of the Big Squeeze”, for inflation 
caught up with us with a vengance. If you recall our 1973 message you 
will remember that we anticipated inflation. But what we got was far 
beyond our expectations. The prices of petroleum products hit us 
hardest, with gasoline and road oil leading the advance. Those two 
items alone ruined our police department and highway department 
budgets. All in all, it wasn’t as bad as it could have been though. If 
you will look at the Comparison of Appropriations and Expenditures, 
you will note that we still came out with a net unexpended balance of 
appropriations rather than a deficit. And the Balance Sheet shows 
that we actually had a surplus. Small, but still a surplus, so we don’t 
feel too badly about the overdrafts. 


Several committees were appointed at the 1974 annual meeting. The 
Police Study Committee worked very hard, and in our opinion, did an 
excellent job. Their detailed report is printed elsewhere in the book 
and they are to be commended for it. 


The Committee to study the Homeowners Exemption Law found 
their work simplified or maybe complicated by the Supreme Court 
Decision which declared the law unconstitutional. The Committee is 
still in existence and should a new law be passed in the 1975 Session 
of the General Court, they will give us recommendations on it. 


The Bicentennial Committee has met a few times and will become 
more active in the current year. 


The Regional Refuse Disposal Committee made some worthwhile 
progress and at this point we are committed to a joint land-fill refuse 
disposal project with Franconia and Easton, as of July 1 of this year. 
We feel that the State Legislature has let the municipalities down badly 
on this matter. The research necessary to do a good job is far beyond 
the means of any small town, or group of small towns for that matter. 
We are pretty much convinced that a land fill operation is a poor so- 
lution to the problem, but since it is the only solution that we will be 
able to put in operation by the dump burning cut-off date, we are 
committed to it. It seems to us that it is only reasonable to ask the 
state to do the necessary research if they are going to force a solution 
of the problem on to the municipalities. 


The transition from a private Fire Department to a municipal one 
went so smoothly that most people outside those immediately involved 
scarcely noticed the difference. Chief Reid and his men continue to do 
a fine job of protecting the town’s property and are commended for it. 


The Selectmen contracted with Doug Grella Associates to prepare 
the Town Tax Map and at this writing they are about ready to start 
contacting individual property owners. 
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We must confess that we were extremely shocked when we had 
finished adding up the budget requests for 1975. After a great deal 
of consideration we came to the conclusion that we were not prepared . 
to recommend cuts anywhere in this budget. As large as it is, it all 
seems necessary. We are proposing salary increases for all town em- 
ployees in line with what comparable jobs are commanding in sur- 
rounding towns. We are also proposing a relief officer for the police 
department two days a week and for vacations. The Capital expendi- 
tures proposed for the fire department are the result of the study 
committee’s recommendations to the town in their 1973 report. The 
highway department wants to retain the present truck and acquire a 
new one so as to give them two truck capability and this seems to be 
a practical suggestion. The rest of the budget increases, other than 
the dump, don’t buy us anything extra, they simply keep us even with 
galloping inflation. 


During 1974 we decided that it was imperative for us to do some- 
thing about our astronomical gasoline price increases. To solve the 
problem we made a request to be allowed to purchase our gasoline on 
the state contract. We were pleased that we were accepted, and when 
we were we had to install a larger tank and pump to enable us to 
purchase in larger quantities. The result of all of this has been a price 
reduction of about 36% and a considerable saving to the town. To en- 
able us to do this without an appropriation the selectmen borrowed 
the necessary funds on their own credit and paid for the installation 
and acquisition of the necessary pump and tank. We hope that the 
Town will bail us out by passage of the article requesting purchase of 
this equipment. 


The Open Space Program didn’t have as large an effect on our total 
valuation as we had anticipated. This was primarily due to the failure 
of many taxpayers to take advantage of the land use assessments 
available to them. The Board of Selectmen had to spend a very con- 
siderable amount of time on these assessments and we can see no 
reason why anyone should be afraid of the provisions of the law, as it 
pertains to their own land. For those of you who are already in the 
program we would remind you that you will have to make application 
for this each year. 


In the face of rampant inflation and very large increases in our 
proposed budget, we would like to leave you with these words of 
wisdom: “Head for the hill! The dam’s busted!”

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


This year, in spite of the energy crisis, the circulation of adult fiction 
and non-fiction has increased. Not so many juvenile books were loaned, 
perhaps because parents in outlying districts do not bring their children 
to the library. However, children in town who can walk to the library 
like to come in and browse in the children’s corner. 


In the spring, the children from Crapo Memorial School come weekly 
to borrow books. In the winter, the library delivers books and records 
to the school. 


The librarian, with the assistance of the Trustees, weeded out-dated 
and duplicate fiction as well as those books that had not circulated for 
many years and a book sale was held. In order to discard only those 
books that were not on the recommended fiction list for libraries, refer- 
ence was made to the Wilson Fiction catalog. This catalog’s main purpose 
is: “To serve as a guide to the best fiction in the English language.” 


A beginning has been made on the review of non-fiction books to see 
which should be discarded. The New Hampshire State Librarian con- 
sultant, Miss Cynthia Miller, is assisting the library in this endeavor. 


When the weeding process has been completed, there will be more 
shelf space available for new books and the library’s collection of books 
will be up-dated. 


The Word-of-Life Bible Class held a successful bake sale at the library 
during the year. This was a good opportunity for many who had not 
visited the library before to learn what it had to offer. 


The library appreciates greatly the gifts of money, books, records and 
magazines made by many interested persons. Several books should be 
noted in particular. The Gunthwaite Chapter of the DAR donated 
“The Collector’s Encyclopedia of Antiques” in memory of Mrs. Fontelle 
Elliott, and the Reader’s Digest “America the Beautiful” in memory of 
Mrs. Deborah Theis. The Willing Workers gave “Yesterday’s New 
Hampshire” which has pictures of places, people and events that had an 
impact on New Hampshire, in memory of Mrs. Deborah Theis, and “The 
Back Roads of New England” in memory of Mrs. Fontelle Elliott. This 
book contains a sketch of Sweet Pea Farm of Sugar Hill. 


Again, the Bookmobile has proved invaluable in providing adult and 
juvenile fiction and non-fiction as well as records which help greatly 
in adding to the book collection of a small library. These books are 
loaned for three months at a time. Many people have made requests 
through the librarian for reference books which can be obtained from 
the State Library in Concord. The librarian also delivers books to 
shut-ins when requested. 


The librarian is appreciative of the interest of the townspeople in the 
library and for the invaluable help of the Trustees in furthering her 
work. Suggestions for the improvement of library services are welcome.

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REPORT OF POLICE STUDY COMMITTEE 
January 15, 1975 


A police committee was appointed March 17, 1974 and charged with 
the responsibility of making a comprehensive study of the Sugar Hill 
Police Department. The study to include, but not be limited to an 
examination of policy and procedure, consideration of the advisability 
or non-advisability of a combined patrol area involving one or more 
neighboring towns, a searching look at all facets of policing efforts 
which will best serve the town. 


To start the study we composed and mailed out a questionnaire to all 
townspeople including those who reside here only on a part time basis. 
About 400 were sent out. 181 were returned. Some of these were 
filled out as a family effort. The questionnaire contained 15 questions. 
The first and last were subjective. The remaining basically objective. 
While the committee had hoped for a better return, an analysis of the 
answers established definite patterns of opinions. 


Question 1 established by considerable margin that the most important 
duties which the townspeople feel the police department should perform 
are, in the order of importance: 


(1) Protection of property 

(2) Protection of people 

(3) Traffic control (speeding) 

(4) Availability in the time of emergency 
(5) Patrolling roads (crime prevention) 

As might be expected from the freedom of choice inherent in the 
question there were numerous other duties suggested. These the 
committee tabulated and took under consideration during the progress 
of the study. 


The objective questions and tabulation of the answers are as follows: 


2. Do you think the Town of Sugar Hill needs any police officer at 
all? Yes-158 No-11 


3. Do you think we need more than one full time officer? Yes-36 No-122 
4. Do you feel the town needs full time coverage? Yes-106 No-65 


3. At Town meeting, money was appropriated to purchase a new cruiser. 
This cruiser will be equipped with radio, radar, etc. Should this cruiser 
be used for police work other than that directly related to the Town of 
Sugar Hill and statutory mutual aid? Yes-57 No-107 


6. The Sugar Hill budget for the Police Department including its ex- 
penses and salary for one officer, 40 hrs/week, is currently about 
$12,500. Do you think this amount is (a) about all the town should 
spend-108 (b) inadequate-42 (c) excessive-17 


7. If it could be arranged would you be in favor of creating a cooperative 
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Police Department with Easton & Franconia so that each town could 
have more complete police protection? Yes-121 No-33 


8. Should the Sugar Hill Police Chief be (a) elected-70 (b) appointed-98 


9.Is the Sugar Hill Police Department now performing all the duties 
and services you feel it should? Yes-89 No-51 


10. Have you had occasion to call the officer for any reason? Yes-83 No-93 
If so, were you able to reach him without delay? Yes-63 No-19 Were you 
satisfied with his response? Yes-67 No-10 


11. If you have been involved in or witnessed an arrest or investigation 
what did you think of the officer’s performance of his duties? (a) Was he 
courteous? Yes-48 No-9 (b) Was he fair? Yes-48 No-6 (c) Did he handle 
situation well? Yes-48 No-10 


12. Do you have traffic problems on the road on which you live? Yes-63 
No-81 


13. Should the Town of Sugar Hill provide space for a Police Department 
office? Yes-91 No-71 


14. Would you be willing to participate in some way in a social function, 
as done in many towns, to provide funds for special items for Police 
Department and its personnel which is not financed by the taxpayer? 
Yes-108 No-37 


Question 15 gave an opportunity for townsmen to express their 
opinions as to whether they wished to praise or criticize the police 
department and make comments as to their reasons. Only 89 chose to 
take advantage of this opportunity. Of these 64 expressed praise or 
satisfaction and 25 found various reasons for criticism. Brad Whipple 
discussed the results of the questionnaire with Chief Young to acquaint 
him with the sentiments of the townspeople. The committee considered 
the sentiments in pursuing their study. 


From our analysis of the answers to the questionnaire we came to 
the following basic conclusions: 


(1) The concensus is that the budget is about right. 

(2) The Dept. is doing an exceptional job in the protection of 
property and people, but there remains much to do in the 
field of traffic control. 

(3) If some method of cooperation in police work can be worked 
out amongst the surrounding towns, it should be pursued. 

(4) There is a need for better communication between the towns- 
people and the police Dept....more visibility and public 
relation endeavors. 

(5) The town needs to provide back-up personnel for the officer 
especially for vacation and sick leave. 


Brad Whipple undertook to study the policy and procedure of our 
Dept. He accompanied the chief on patrols and went so far as to substi- 
tute for him that he might have a vacation (his first in years). Mr. 
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Whipple learned that these patrols are run randomly around the clock 
many occuring at all hours of the night and early morning. He also 
discovered that the Dept. keeps in close touch with officers operating 
in the vicinity and uses this knowledge in deciding when patrols are 
most necessary. Sugar Hill has been relatively free of vandalism, 
breaks, arson, etc. compared to the activity in the general area. Mr. 
Whipple considers that the patrolling has been a decisive factor. 


It became obvious to the committee that a one man force patrolling 
at night must be correspondingly less visible in the daytime. The 
citizens desire for night patrols is evident from the answers in the 
questionnaire, yet the traffic control has necessarily suffered. It is a 
situation which must be satisfied by compromise and practicality. The 
town cannot, nor has need to establish a staff covering 24 hours 7 
days a week. Therefore the committee undertook a study to find ways 
in which the Dept.’s efficiency could be increased without a corre- 
sponding increase in the budget. 


Esther Serafini undertook a study of the traffic problem. She con- 
sulted with the engineer of Division II and personnel of the Highway 
Dept., made suggestions to them of the need for some highway improve- 
ments and discussed improvement of signs. She designed some excel- 
lent signs which by their nature call attention to the type of road and 
roadside life and the necessity of curtailing speed. Our hope is that 
these signs can be erected by a joint effort of the Sugar Hill Improve- 
ment Society and our townspeople. Such an effort should give our 
people a feeling of participating in maintaining the safety along our 
roads and a unity with the police Dept. The committee understands of 
course that signs alone will not prevent speeding, but the community 
effort should be a factor. The road changes should eliminate danger 
points which have traditionally caused accidents. 


Brad Whipple undertook a study to determine the effect a population 
expansion would have on the police Dept. His conclusion was that in 
the foreseeable future it will not be a detrimental factor though such 
an expansion or a change in the life style of surrounding towns could 
create some problems. 


Evie Whitney made a study of the relationships between police 
Depts. and the populace. In this study she delved into material from 
the Sheriff's Dept., the White Mountain Law Enforcement Institute, 
and the Police Foundation (a National Study Organization). From our 
questionnaire, the committee concluded that our townspeople are more 
interested in crime prevention than in arrest and prosecution...and 
that communication between the citizens and the department should be 
improved. Her studies substantiated that these items are of prime 
importance for the operation of a successful police department. In her 
research she came up with this quote which the committee feels is 
worth passing on: “The primary mission of any police Dept. is to safe- 
guard the constitutional rights, liberty, and security of the citizens, 
to preserve the peace, and to enforce the law. To carry out this vitally 
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important measure the police need the trust, confidence, and cooperation 
of every citizen.” As a result of her work, Mrs. Whitney concluded 
that a citizens committee, one through which both the police Dept. and 
townspeople can exchange ideas, should be established to assist in 
better functioning and understanding. We, in our recommendations, 
expanded the scope of this suggested committee. In the answers of 
the questionnaire it was frequently suggested that our chief might 
better the public relations of the Dept. by visiting the school and talk- 
ing with the children explaining to them why we have policemen and 
explain how policemen work. We subscribe to this sentiment. 


We discussed the purpose of the Sugar Hill committee with the 
selectmen of Franconia and went over the results of our questionnaire 
with them. It appears that their police problems have some funda- 
mental differences. Franconia is a much more active town. However 
they do believe that cooperation in the area of patrolling might benefit 
both and they expressed interest in our project to the extent that they 
will work with whatever committee we have to continue the investi- 
gation toward better coverage. 


Easton has a very small police budget and if an overall cooperative 
plan can be developed they might stand to gain substantially by it. 
At the time of this writing the selectmen are discussing the establish- 
ment of a study committee. 


The problem of developing a unified police Dept. for several adjacent 
towns, at least for the moment, seem impenetrable, so the committee 
explored other avenues. We sought the help of Sheriff Ash and after 
communication with some members, he met _with the committee and — 
the selectmen. He explained the possibilities of aid through manpower 
grants by the Crime Commission, that this would be at best temporary 
and any addition to our Dept. via this route would demand that after 
the grant was expired, the town continue the salary. He next stated 
that it may be possible to work out a procedure whereby a resident 
deputy could be appointed and supported by a group of towns to backup 
and fill in for local officers during days off, etc. This concept is at 
present in formative stages and he suggested that the towns select 
committees to work with his office to determine the procedures and 
effect of such a plan. This seems to the committee to have consider- 
able merit and we recommend that Sugar Hill help in this investigation. 
He explained the use of the toll free number 1-800-553-0393. Using 
this number one reaches the Grafton Sheriff’s Dispatch Center. The 
dispatcher can immediately reach our Dept. or the closest office on 
duty. We strongly recommend the exclusive use of this number for 
many reasons. First, in an emergency it is the quickest and surest 
way to reach help and in the numbers needed. Secondly, it will make 
it possible for our Dept. to have some free time which from the dis- 
cussion above shows that it badly needs and at the same time insure 
that the town is covered. It will help our Dept. to organize its time 
so that it can better conform to the requests of visibility and public 
relations. 
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Along the same vein we feel that the time which our Dept. has to 
spend doing the duties of a dog warden could be better spent on other 
police duties. 


The committee discovered that the current budget makes no allowance 
for certain items which are required either by law or custom. 


ITEMS: 


(1) Retirement program which is required by law. 
(2) Paid vacation, holidays & sick leave. 

(3) Medical & hospital insurance. 

(4) Provision for substitute officer. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. That the telephone number 1-800-553-0393 be used exclusively for 
all police department calls. 


2. That the town provide adequate office space for the police department 
as soon as practical. 


3. That a committee be appointed by the moderator consisting of five 
residents one of which shall be the chief of police, the purposes of 
which are: 


(a) To assist in maintaining creative public relations between the 
townsmen and the police department. 


(b) Maintain periodic review of the police needs, procedures and 
results. 


(c) To be alert constantly for new ways and means of adapting 
constructive changes and progressive measures in keeping with 
transitory social conditions. 


(d) To work with the committees of other towns and the Sheriff’s 
department to find ways to make more efficient police coverage. 


4. That a dog warden be appointed.

The cooperation shown by surrounding local Police Departments, 
State Police and Sheriff's Department is very important if we are to 
remain on the winning team. I wish to take this opportunity to thank 
each and everyone for their assistance during 1974. 


I also feel that a special vote of thanks is in line to the Police Study 
Committee for their many long hours and efforts to assist the Police 
Department and improve community relations.
